S a n FRASClsco,December 30th —A Chron­ 
icle Spokane Falls special says the Korth- 
era Pacific Express Company, of this city, 
was robbed of $1,800 last night in a most 
mysterious manner. 
The officials of the company deny that 
any robbery has occurred, but the fact that 
the police are searching for the offender, 
and that the express officials have reported 
every detail of the robberv to the police, is a 
sufficient contradiction of their statement. 
The express officials have no clue as to 
who committed the crime, but suspect sev­ 
eral of their employes. 
The money was in a sealed package, and 
was to be sent ’.East on last night's train. 
The package was with many other similar 
parcels, and the aggregate amount contained 
in them was more than $16,000. 
The money was put in the safe of the 
wagon. 
A messeager always accompanies the 
driver, and takes care that nothing is 
stolen. Just as the wagon was about to 
leave for the depot the messenger 3tepped 
back into the office. 
This is when the robbery is supposed 
to have been committed. 
Keither the 
driver or messenger noticed anything un­ 
usual, and the vehicle was driven rapidly 
to the depot. Ko stop was made on the 
way. The other money packages were 
taken from a receptacle in the wagon, and 
the loss is not known. 


B ru tal M urder. 
Tacom a (Wash.), December 30ih.—Pas­ 
sengers who have jnst arrived on the 
Korthem Pacific tell of a brutal and un­ 
provoked murder which took place on the 
train near Dickinson, K. D. A passenger, 
a rough-looking man, made himself very 
offensive by his quarrelsome manner. 
After the train had passed Mandan a news­ 
boy entered the car with oranges. The 
man took three of the oranges and ate two 
of them before he paid any attention to the 
boy’s demand for the price of them. As 
the boy went away the man drew a pistol, 
and as the newsboy was passing through 
the door the weapon was discharged. The 
bullet struck the boy full in the neck, and 
he staggered aad fell dead. 
The deed was so unexpected that no one 
had time to prevent it. The passengers 
seized and bound the murderer. As soon 
as tne East bound train was met, the mur­ 
derer and his victim were taken back to 
Dickinson. 
Close F lectio n . 
S a n ta Rosa (Cal ), December 30th.—The 
Rutledge-Crawford election contest over 
the office of Superior Judge ended to-day, 
so far as tbe Courts of this county are con­ 
cerned. When the contest began Crawford 
was six votes ahead, and is now declared 
elected by one vote. The principal rulings 
of the Court were upon the blue and in­ 
delible pencils, which were declared not in 
compliance with the provisions of the new 
election law. All the votes marked with 
pencils of this kind were counted as if no 
chanae was made on the original ticket. 
ThfWourt aUo held that the^rovisions re­ 
quiring the words ‘‘no vote” written after a 
scratched name was not the requirement 
of the Constitution.

A GREAT MAST INDIANS KILLED. 


The C ollapse o f a R o o f in New 
Y o rk R esu lts in Two 
D eaths. 


IIPSCIAL DISPATCHES TO THS StCOSD-CNION.I 


H O STILE INDIANS. 


At L east a H u ndred C asualties th e R e­ 
sult of M onday’s B attle. 
W ash in g to n , December 30th —TheCom- 
missioner of Indian Affairs this morning 
received the following dispatch from Agent 
D. F. Royer, dared Pine Ridge Indian 
Agency, December 29th 
•'On Wounded Knee creek this morning, 
while the soldiers were disarming Big Foo: 
and his band after the surrender, a fight 
took place which resulted in the killing of 
a number of Indians and several soldiers, 
including Captain Wallace, with a number 
of wounded. 
“Two Strike and his party, who had 
camped oa White Clay creek just below 
Red Cloud's house, opened fire on the 
agency from the hill tops opposite the 
boarding-school, wounding two soldiers. 
“The police returned the fire, killing two 
of Two Strike's Indians and wounding two 
others. Two Strike and his band have re­ 
treated ia a northwesterly direction from 
the agency. It is supposed that he is try­ 
ing to make his way back to the Bad Lands. 
Thus far the Pine Ridge Indians have 
taken no active part in the war, bnt Big 
Foot. Slow Bear, Kicking Bear and the 
Two Strike band have been and are active 
in disturbance. 
«. 
General Schofield this afternoon received 
the following telegram from General Miles, 
dated Hermosa, S. D : “General Brooke 
telegraphs as follows: ‘Colonel Forsythe 
says sixty-two dead Indian men were 
counted on the plain where the attempt 
was made to disarm Big Foot's band and 
where the fight began. On other parts of 
the ground there were eighteen m ore.1 
These do not include those killed in the ra­ 
vines, where dead warriors were seen, bnt 
not counted. Six more were brought in 
badly wounded and six others were with a 
party of twenty-three men and women 
which Captain Jackson had to abandon 
when attacked by about 150 Brule Indians 
from the agency. This accounts for ninety- 
two men killed, and leaves but a few alive 
and unhurt. 
“ ‘The women and children broke for 
the hills when the fight commenced, and 
comparatively few of them were hurt and 
few brought in. Thirty-nine are herb, of 
which number twenty-one are wounded. 
“ ‘Had it not been tor the attack by the 
Brules. an accurate count would have been 
made, but the ravines were not seaiched 
afterward. I think this shows very little 
apprehension from Big Foote's band in 
the future. A pariy of forty is reported as 
held by scouts at the head of Mexican 
cieek. These consist of all sizes, and the 
cavalry from Rosebud will bring them in 
if it is true.’ ■’ 


BIG FOOT'S INDIANS A DESPERATE BAND. 
General Miles adds: “These Indians 
under Big Foot were among the most des­ 
perate there were. There were 38 of the re­ 
mainder of Sitting Bull’s following that 
joined Big Foot on the Cheyenne river, 
and 30 that broke away from Hump’s fol­ 
lowing when be took his band and Sitting 
Ball's Indians to Fort Bennett, making in 
all nearly 160 warriors. Before leaving 
their camps on Fort Cheyenne river they 
cnt up their harness and broke their wagons 
and started south for the Bad Lands, evi- 
deif.iy not intending to return, but to go to 
war. Troops were placed between them 
and the Bad Lands, and they never suc­ 
ceeded in joiniDg the hostiles there. All 
their movements were anticipated, and 
their severe loss at the hands of the Seventh 
Cavalry may be a wholesome lesson to 
other Sioux. ’ 
General Schofield said the fight was a 
most nafortunate occurrence, but he did 
not see how it could have been avoided. 
He sent a telegram to General Miles ex­ 
pressing the opinion that he (Miles) would 
be master of the situation very soon. He 
also expressed thanks to the officers and 
men of the Seventh Cavalry for the gal­ 
lant conduct displayed by them. 
„ 


NEARLY TWO HUNDRED CASUALTIES. 
The Surgeon-General has received from 
Medical Director Bache, at Pine Ridge, a 
report of tbe casualties among the troops 
at yesterday s fight as follows: Captain 
Wallace, twenty-five men of the Seventh 
Cavalry and one Indian scout, killed; 
Lieutenant Garlington, Seventh Cavalry, 
Lieutenant Hawthorne, Second Aartillery, 
and thirty-eight men, wounded. Many of 
the wounds are severe. Hospital Steward 
Pollock was killed. We have also about 
thirty wounded Indians, men, women and 
children.” 
The C9inmis3ioner of Indian Affairs late 
this afternoon received a telegram from 
Special Agent Cooper at Pine Ridge, sav­ 
ing that in yesterday’s fight 150 Indians 
were killed and thirty wounded and cap­ 
tured. He also states that the Indians at­ 
tacked a wagon-train this (Tuesday) morn­ 
ing two miles norlh of the agency, killing 
one soldier of the advance guard." 


WAR OF EXTERMINATION. 
O m aha, December 30th.—A dispatch to 
the Omaha Bee from its special corre­ 
spondent regarding yesterday’s battle, says 
the Indians waited until the dismounted 
men of K and A Troops were gathered in 
a group about the tepees searching for 
arms, and then suddenly, without warning, 
threw down their blankets and poured in 
volleys from their rifles. 
The fact that the soldiers were grouped 
in a compact body ie the exnlaaation of the 
great execution done by the Indians’ ballets. 
It did not take the troops but a moment, 
however, to recover from the surprise. 
Maddened by the sight of their comrades 
lying dead aud dying on the ground, the 
soldiers poured in a fire with frightful 
effect. Through the cloud of smoke a 
buck could be seen here and there, runnirg 
away, but there were not many of them. 
They were pursued and most of them soon 
brought to a stop with bullets. 
The wounded Indians lying on the bat­ 
tlefield fought like fiends. They continued 
shooting UDtil killed or their ammunition 
was exhausted. There were many single­ 
handed ferocious combats between the 
wounded soldiers and Indians. 
After the first few minutes,|when the Gat- 
tliug and Hotckiss gnns could be used they 
were turned loose on such fugitives as were 
flying down the ravines. It was a war of 
extirmination with the troops. It was dif­ 
ficult to restrain them. Tactics were al­ 
most abandoned. About tbe only tactics 
were to kill while it could be done. When­ 
ever an Indian could be seen firing was 
directed at him, and so it went on until not 
a live buck was in sight. 
ANOTHER BATTLE. 
M inneapolis, December 30th.—A special 
from Pine Ridge about the skirmish this 
morning says that the Seventh and Ninth 
Cavalry weie returning from the scene of 
yesterday’s battle, followed at some dis­ 
tance by a wagon-train. About four miles 
from the aeency, and just before daylight, 
a band of Indians beaded by Two Strikes 
dashed at tbe train with the intention of 
rushing it off to tbe Bad Lands. 
The cavalry quickly returned, however, 
and a sharp runniDg fight followed, in 
which it is estimated twenty or thirty In­ 
dians were wounded more or lees seri­ 
ously. One soldier was killed and two 
wounded. 
The sudden outbresk of Two Strikes fol­ 
lowed the receipt of ihe news of yester­ 
day's fight, and there is considerable ap­ 
prehension lest many others of the supposed 
friendiies will follow their example. 
General Brooke, however, is quite sure 
that no more will run away. It is under­ 
stood, also, .that the Indians who have 
been ont in the Bad Lands are coming in 
under convoy of Colonel Henry’s com­ 
mand. This will wind up all the rebels 
except Two Strikes’ men. 
SPEEDY SETTLEMENT LOOKED FOB. 
O m aha, December 30th.—The Omaha 
Bee’s Rushville (Neb ) correspondent says 
that Colonel Henry is coming into Pine 
Ridge with 700 Indians from the Bad 


Lands. This is believed to include all 
remnants of n it rebels on the reservation 
and hopes are entertained of a speedy set­ 
tlement. It has cost the lives of 250 In­ 
dians and twenly-five or thirtv soldiers to 
offset this result) if indeed peace is estab­ 
lished. 
Rushville is crowded with settl rs, the 
churches and all public rooms are thrown 
open, and no effort is spared to make the 
refugees comfortable. They are here, as 
previously reported, on the advice of Gen­ 
eral Brooke. They are not only ready to 
defend their homes, but many are anxinn9 
to enlist with the regulars, if further fight­ 
ing should occur. 


T H E RO O F COLLAPSED. 


Two Men Lose Th - i r Lives an d Several 
Seriously In ju red . 
N ew Y o r k , December 30th.—T h is after­ 
noon the roof of a five-story buildicg on 
the northwest corner 
of Twenty-ninth 
street and First avenue collapsed. Fifty 
men were at work transforming the build­ 
ing info an annex to Koehler's brewery. 
What caused the 
accident, cannot be 
learned. It was thought at first thet most 
of the men must have been killed, but 
when the firemen and policemen arrived 
oa the scene they soon found the affair not 
so serions. 
James Duneen and Lewis Weber were 
fatally injured, dying in a short tiaie. Ten 
other mea were painfully hurt and one or 
two of them may die. 
Tbe roof, in falling, gathered about the 
ceDter post, formiu - a sort of umbrella, 
and this explains how the men escaped so 
miraculously. 


PE R IL S O F T H E SEA. 


B u t One ot th e Ill-F a te d Schooner L am - 
son Survives.

Bchooner Lamson brought in to-day Charles 
Wallenberger, sole survivor of the crew of 
the schooner Potter, which capsized on 
Sunday in a terrible storm off Barnegat 
Five men were drowned at once. Captain 
Evans, Wallenberger and another man 
managed to secure 
themselves to the 
wreckage and drifted about for ten hour?, 
with the seas dashing over them and the 
cold wind adding to their misery. 
The crew of the Lamson managed with 
the utmost difficulty to get to the raft. 
They found one man dead and Captain 
Evans and Wallenberger nearly so. Cap­ 
tain Evans died in half an hour, but Wal­ 
lenberger, while in a terrible condition 
from exposure, will probably recover.

A 
b‘e.h ,'!7 nd rras blowing w hich materially 
added to the fury of the flames, while hin­ 
dering the firemen in tb eir eff .rtsrto save 
property, and terrible sheets of ¡lame and 
clcuds of hot feiucke frequently whirled 
dangerously near them. 
Tfie large wholesale fur manufactory of 
Revi Ion Freres, 127 to 141 Queen Victoria 
street, was doomed after the fire gained a 
strong headway. Following this was a 
large copper warehouse. A number of 
fancy goods stores, aud the Gulcher Elec- 
tric-hght and Power Company's building 
were also a complete prey to the flames 
The flames spread rapidly oa all sides, as if 
there were no firemen or fire engines pres­ 
ent. 
^ 
Crowds of people are gathered on the 
bridges over the Thames and in the streets 
running down to the river, w here a good 
view of the conflagration could be had. 
Many expressed the belief that this disas- 
ler would at last bring about reform in 
the London Fire Brigade. As the fire pro­ 
gressed it spread to the headquarters of the 
Salvation Army. 
The Salvationists me 
working like beavers in t-eir efforts to 
place the recorde and other property of tbe 
army in a place of safety. 
All the buildings from the corner of 
Bennett’s Hill to 135 Queen Victoria stree’ 
are either blazing fiercely or 
else are 
smoldering rnins. 
The fire originated in the b u ild iD g of C. 
Davidson & Sons, osper manufacturers and 
bag-makers, at 119 Queen Victoria street. 
This building, a large structure, is com­ 
pletely gutted, as is also that of Adolph 
Frankan & Co., manufacturers of pipes 
and importers of tobacco. 
The old 
Bennett Church on upper 
Thames street, the famous Welch church, 
has also caught fire. 
At 4:30 p. m., what would be termed in 
New York four large “blocks” of build­ 
ings were in flames and burning steadily. 
The firemen managed to save the head­ 
quarters of the Salvation Army, and at 5 
o’clock it was announced that the fire was 
under control. 
L a t e r —An examination of the bnrnt 
district shows that St. B?nnett’s Church 
was not entirely destroyed, as at first 
thought. 
Besides a high wind to-day the 
weather was extremely cold, the water 
freezing all over the fire apparatus and fire­ 
men. There was no loss of life and few 
accidents amoDg the firemen. 
The total losses are over $2,000,000.

STAMPED ENVELOPES STOLEN.

How tariffs and selfishness become in­ 
volved, and how manufacturing cliques 
and rings look out for number one, was 
vividly illustrated in the passage of the 
McKinley bill by the voting and speaking 
of truly pious Air. Morse of Massachu­ 
setts. Mr. Representative Morse was op­ 
posed to any free list, practically. “Why,” 
said he, “if we are to have free coal, and 
free wool, we must have free cordage, free 
carpet tacks, free boots and shoes.” And 
he added, that no one could ride protec­ 
tion and free trade at the same time, “no 
one could ride two horses at the same time 
going in opposite directions.” 
But when it came to voting and self­ 
interest got the upper hand of doctrine, 
Mr. Morse voted to keep plumbago on the 
freelist. Mr. Morse is the largest manu­ 
facturer of stove polish in the land, and 
plumbago is its chief ingredient—and this, 
though there is plenty of plumbago min­ 
ing at home to protect, if need be. But 
that was not all. Air. Morse desired not 
only to get his raw material fre°, but to 
protect his manufactured article—he voted 
to put a tax of 25 per cent, ad valorem on 
blacking of all kinds', which effectually 
shuts out foreign stove polish. 
But this wa3 not all. Air. Alorse puts 
his stove polish—and he makes twelve 
tons a day—into paper cases, while many 
of his competitors use tin. So Air. Alorse 
voted to tax tin and thus a third time 
an interest was protected for the benefit of 
the owner’s pocket. But he did not stop 
there. When it came to fixing the rates 
upon paper Mr. Alorse voted against in­ 
creasing the tari ff on the grade of paper he 
uses in making wrappers. Some of Air. 
Morse's rivals put up their polish in glass 
bottles. Air. Morse voted to increase the 
tariff tax fifty per cent, apon bottles. 
To remove all question about the knowl­ 
edge Air. Alorse had of the effect of such 
voting, he has been advertising his polish 
since the passage of the bill with these 
words in its favor : “The consumer pays 
for no expensive tin or glass with every 
purchase.” Of course, if Deacou Alorse 
can accommodate himself to that sort of 
legislation, cheapening goods to yourself 
and patting them away up to your neigh 
bor, it is Alorse and his conscience for it 
He did only what other great interests 
with axes to grind did, and at the doing 
of which party and Congress got down 
upon its knees before rings and trusts and 
combines. It is the old story of class in­ 
terest and of looking out for number one' 


DR. KOCH’S STUBBORNNESS. 
Of course Dr. Koch has the personal 
right to retain the secret of the prepara 
tion of his lymph. But since the motive 
for secresy is usually gain, he must not 
complain if the world charges him with 
prostituting science to greed in refusing to 
make public how he prepares the liquid 
For it appears that there are human be­ 
ings so utterly heartless, so callous to 
every sentiment of manliness, and so reck 
less of human life, as to put out a spurious 
lymph. By some device of devilish inge 
nuitv they have managed to get the couts 
terfeit into the hands of many physicians, 
while covering their tracks so effectually 
that these il’icit manufacturers can not be 
known. 
In lh' juncture Dr. Koch is appealed 
to compass the defeat of the rascals by 
making public the formula lor preparation 
of the lymph, and he refuses to do so. If 
he maintains this refusal he will strip 
from his name whatever of honor and 
testimonials of gratitude that may hav 
been showered upon it because of his great 
discovery. There are some personal rights 
that men do wrong in advancing, and Dr. 
Koch’s case is an example of such error, 
He is an agency of the age, through whom 
wonderful revelation has been made, and 
the duty incumbent upon him to commun­ 
icate it to mankind rises superior to his 
personal right.

of being able to hold together all those of 
the silver faith in any radical movement. 
Intimation has come from the East that if 
too radical legislation is insisted upon 
some Western bankets, brokers and specu­ 
lators will find it very hard to get money 
without paying an extraordinary interest 
and furnishing unquestionable security. 
This is suggested 83 tbe very natural result 
of free coinage. 
Matters are getting into such shape, how­ 
ever, that the leading silver men see that 
they must tafee some action promptly, or 
else await another Congress to pass a’ free 
coinage bill. They find no promise of 
speedy legislation on finance in the adop­ 
tion of the cloture rule. This rule might 
insure a vo'e on the election bill at such 
time as the managers should determine, 
but if it is not applied promptly the elec­ 
tion bill may stand in the way of silver 
legislation for some time yet. without 
being itself endangered by the delay. 
The managers thus tar have given no 
assurance that if the cloture rule is adopted 
the election bill will be disposed of at 
once. The silver men, therefore, feel tbat 
they will have gained nothing by the adop­ 
tion of the cloture, but still have put 
themselves in the power of the anti-silver 
men if they assist in clearing the way for 
action on the election bill without "any 
assurance tbat action will be bad at once. 
They will have abandoned about the only 
weapon they have. Therefore; some of 
the leac ers feel that there should be prompt 
action oá their part, and that they 3hould 
force the fighting. 
What they can accomplish depends 
upon ta*ir success in holding their own 
men together. They feel that every mo­ 
ment taken up in the consideration of the 
election bill will put additional difficulty in 
the way of free coinage, and they believe 
that if the passage of the election"bill were 
assured there would still be Senators wbo 
would scdeavor to keep the question be 
fore the Senate as long as possible to pre­ 
vent or delay financial legislation. 


YANKEE SCHOOLMARMS. 
They are Som ewhat D ejected at Being 
Called to Urder. 
W ashington. December 30th.—Without 
any wennug 900 Yankee schooltnarms 
swooped down on the Capital to-night and 
to-day. The bote's and streets are full of 
all kimls of schoolmarms, big and little, 
ugly ami fair, 40 and sweet 16, all eager to 
see the nights and ask sixty questions per 
minute About everything in town. Early 
this morning, before tbe stars had paled, 
they were poking and prying into all the 
corners of the city. At 10 o'clock they 
swarmel into tbe Senate gallerifs like 
locusts. The grave Senators were waiting 
for aqU'^-nm, and the schoolmarms mani­ 
fested their impatience of the delay by 
breaking into a clapping of delicate bands 
and stamping of more or less delicate feet 
after tbi manner of gallery gods at tbe 
theater 
Chaplain Batler had finished prayer but 
ten minutes, and the sedate bodv was as 
grave and still as death. Captain Bassett, 
the venerable doorkeeper, who has served 
in that capacity since the days of Danie 
Webster, was just in the act of taking 
snufl, when the Yankee marms broke into 
a clapping of hands. The old man was 
utterly amazed.. Never before in all his 
three-score years of service bad. he wit­ 
nessed such audacity in the United States 
Senate Chamberí The Senators, too, were 
astonished. Vice-President Morton, clean- 
shaved and clean cut, arose deliberately 
and brought his gavei down with a whack, 
paused and then proceeded to lecture the 
marms on Senatorial etiquette. The ladies 
really iuteudsri no harm, and were quite 
crestfallen at |he Vice-President's rebuke.

WA8ÉI.VGTON NOTES. 


I g n a tiu s D o n n elly is determined 
that the world shall not lose sight of his 
claim that Bacon wrote the Shakespeare 
plays. In the North American Renew for 
December he has another chapter—a sort 
of supplement to “The Great Cryptogram.” 
He shows by the key number 371 
that the words “Francis Bacon, Bichóla 
Bacon’s son,” occur on three consecutive 
pages of the play, “ The First Part of 
Henry IV.,” folio edition. 
They are 
found from the key number, which is the 
number of the page multiplied by the 
number of italic words on the page, with 
unerring regularity, turning up precisely 
where they should upon the theory of 
concealed cipher in the text. It must be 
confessed tbat be makes so strong a case 
that to say the words are chauce results 
seems little short of preposterous. Never 
theless, if all is admitted that he claims, 
it does not establish the authorship of 
Bacon, though giving color to the sugges­ 
tion that he had something to do with the 
plays. Shakespeare will remain, in the 
estimate of the world, the author of the 
plays bearing his name, until stronger proof 
than discovery of a supposed cipher in the 
text is made. 


T h e Albany (N . Y.) Journal is not at 
all considerate of its Republican friends 
who are for free silver when it declares 
that the Republican majority in the Sen­ 
ate has been sadly demoralized since last 
summer on the question of silver, and that 
it will not do to consent for an instant to 
the thought of the passage of the “free 
silver devil.”

HORLEY AHD MDRPHY. 


POLICE JUDGE BUCKLEY HOLDS THEM 
TO ANSWER FOR ROBBERY. 


Inrpby’s Bondsmen Give Him Up, and 
He Goes to Ja 1—Murphy Tells 
H is Story. 


The Harley robbery case was np before 
Judge Buckley yesterday morning, and the 
mysterious and important witness whom 
the defense made affidavit would be pro­ 
duced, materialized in the personage of one 
Cornelius Sheehan. He was called to the 
stand, and testified that he was pcesent on 
the night of December 18th, when Watts 
and West walked into Smith's dive. West 
was intoxicated, and asked Hurley, Dell 
Murphy, Robert Watts and another party 
to drink. He afterward refused to pay, 
but at the same time held his purse in hi3 
hand. Hurley and he commenced joking 
and fooling, and they got so intimate and 
boisterous that each caught hold of the 
other and they fell over a chair. West’s 
purse dropped to the floor, and the bar­ 
tender (Murphy) picked it up and put it on 
the counter. He then went around behind 
the bar, and opening the purse took out 
half a dollor and showed it to West. The 
latter pushed back the wallet, but after­ 
ward took it and left. 
The witness swore that Hurley never 
grabbed for the purse, and that not one 
cent over half a dollar was taken by Mur­ 
phy. If any more had been extracted, wit­ 
ness would have seen it. 
The case was argued on both aides, City 
Attorney Hart claiming that an unusually 
strong case, supported by circumstantial 
evidence, had been made out bv the prose 
cution. Attorney Easterbrook asserted for 
the defense, that it had not been proven 
that force was used, which element must 
necessarily be shown in order to make an 
oflense robbery. 
Judge Buckley stated that he wished to 
look over the evidence, and would reserve 
his judgment nntil a future date. 


m u k p h y ’b e x a m in a t io n . 
In the afternoon the case of Dell Mur­ 
phy, the barkeeper at .Smith’s dive, was 
taken up. 
Murphy was represented bv Charles N. 
Post, and City Attorney Hart looked out 
for the prosecution. 
The greater part of the testimony was 
the same as that given at the examination 
of Hurley on Monday. 
James West told his story over again, and 
Mr. Post s vigorous cross-examina'ion 
failed to make him contradict himself in 
any material point. Wa'.ts also repeated 
his evidence. Watts, it will be remembered, 
was also charged with being an accomplice 
in the robbery, but turned State’s evidence 
and was discharged. 
The first new witness sworn was Ernest 
Zuckswirt. He testified that he was in 
Smith's dive on ibe night of the robbery 
and saw considerable of what transpired. 
He did not pay much attention to what was 
going on until Hurley and West began 
scullling. Witness then looked up and saw 
both Hurley and Murphy grabbing for the 
purse, which was on the floor. Murphy 
was the quickest, and after getting the 
purse said to Hurley, “You have made a 
d 
fool of yourself, and you wou’t make 
anything by it.’’ The witness thought he 
saw Murphy at that time take a four bit 
piece out of the purse, saying that was for 
the drinks. 
Zuckswirt also testified that some hours 
previous to the robbery he happened into 
the saloon and heard Hurley and Murphy 
talking. Tuey said that they would “do 
somebody up’’ before the day was over, if 
they could. 
Officer Simmons and Captain Lee gave 
testimony similar to that given by them at 
the examination of Hurley and then the 
prosecution closed. 
THE DEFENSE. 
Dell Murphy took the stand in his own 
behalf when the defense opened. He testi­ 
fied that he was attending to the bar in 
Smith’s g-lace, and was conversing with 
Hurley when West and Watts came in. 
West asked for drinks, and Watts said that 
Hurley and the witness were friends of his 
and should drink too. West said it was all 
right if he had ten friends, so the drinks 
were served out. Then West refused to 
pay for the drinks. Hurley toid him that 
he had betlcr pay for the liquor, and then 
West agreed to do it. While be had his 
purse open Waits tried to look iuto the 
purse and West objected. West seemed to 
be afraid of Waits, .finally Hurley and 
West got into a scuffle and when the wit­ 
ness stepped around from behind the bar 
he saw West’s purse on the floor. He 
picked it up, took 50 cents from it for the 
drinks and then gave it to West. The wit­ 
ness denied positively that he took more 
than 50 cents, which he claimed was owing. 
In conclusion, Murphy testified that on 
the day after the trouble in the saloon he 
met a mau known as “ Frisco Billy.” who 
told him that he knew that We9t had been 
robbed after he left the saloon. 
Subsequently “'Frisco Billy” was placed 
on the stand and denied this statement. 
John Norton testified that Watts told 
him the day after the robbery that Murphy 
had nothing to do with it. 
Sheehan, Hurley’s mysterious witness, 
was called to the stand again, and stated 
that Watts had informed him that he in­ 
tended to get even with Hurley for trying 
to “do up" West when be (Watts) had him 
“in tow” himself. 
HELD TO ANSWER. 
This closed the defense and a recess was 
taken until evening. 
At the evening session the arguments of 
the attorneys were heard. Judge Post 
made a vigorous plea for the discharge of 
his client, on the ground that be should 
not be sent to prison on the tes-.iniony of 
bo unreliable a person as Watts, and that 
of a drunken man. 
Cily Attorney Hart addressed the Court 
on behalf of the prosecution. He said that 
a plainer case of robbery bad never been 
made out in a criminal Court than the 
preaent one, aud he did not see how the 
Court could help holding both Hurley and 
Murphy to answer. 
The case was then submitted to the 
Court. 
Judge Buckley said he would decide 
Hurley's case ss well as Murphy’s, so 
Hurley was brought up from the citv 
prison. After reviewing the testimony iti 
both cases the Judge said he considered 
them proper cases tor juries to pass upon, 
and he was satisfied that they were guiitr. 
He therefore held both to answer before 
the Superior Court, with bail fixed in each 
case at $2,000. 
Since the robbery and until yesterday 
Murphy has been out on bonds. Yester­ 
day, however, his bondsmen surrendered 
him, and he was locked up in the city 
prison, whither he returned fast evening at 
the conclusion of the examination to keep 
Hurley company.

YETERA5 ODD FELLOWS. 


Question as to the Bate of Expiration of 
Judge Buckley’g Term, 
In the Police Court ytsterday morning 
the examination case of Ah Mot, c’narged 
with receiving stolen properly, was called. 
The witnesses for the prosecution, among 
whom were two inmates of the County 
Jail, testified to having sold stolen articles 
to the defendant on several occasions.

The Veteran Odd Fellows of Sacramento 
held their eighth annual meeting and 
banquet last evening at Odd Fellows' Hall. 
There were 118 preasnt. 
The feature of the reunion was, of course, 
the banquet. President George B. Dean 
called the assemblage to order after the 
sumptuous supper had been disposed of, 
and called upon various of the members 
for remarks.
